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DIRECTORS’  REPORT 


IN  presenting  their  twenty-sixth  Annual  Report,  the 
Directors  are  glad  to  announce  that  during  the  year 
a  sufficiently  large  sum  of  money  has  been  given  them  to 
warrant  the  construction  of  a  “  Children’s  Pavilion/’  to 
be  used  as  a  combined  sanatorium  and  school  for  delicate 
children  between  the  ages  of  seven  and  fourteen  showing 
symptoms  of  tuberculosis. 

The  importance  of  recognizing  tuberculosis  in  childhood 
and  the  necessity  of  reinforcing  all  the  powers  of  resistance 
early  in  life  makes  the  building  of  this  pavilion  a  distinct 
advance  in  the  work  of  the  Sanatorium  for  the  public 
health  and  a  fitting  celebration  of  its  twenty-fifth 
anniversary. 

A  fund  of  $10,000  in  memory  of  Mrs.  Ellen  R.  Dixon, 
during  her  lifetime  a  warm  friend  and  a  generous  donor  to 
the  Sanatorium,  was  given  by  her  family.  With  this  sum 
added  to  what  has  since  been  subscribed  by  others,  the 
Directors  have  been  enabled  to  begin  the  construction  of 
the  new  children’s  building. 

The  European  War  is  naturally  having  an  unfavorable 
effect  upon  the  finances  of  the  institution  because  of  the 
innumerable  and  imperative  calls  for  aid  for  the  sufferers 
on  the  other  side  of  the  Atlantic.  For  the  last  two  years 
it  has  been  deemed  best  to  hold  no  public  entertainment 
for  the  benefit  of  the  Sanatorium,  since  demands  in  other 
directions  have  been  so  numerous.  Private  appeals,  there¬ 
fore,  have  been  resorted  to,  but  these,  though  generous, 
have  not  yielded  the  returns  essential  to  accomplish  what 
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is  needed.  The  great  increase  in  the  cost  of  living  has  also 
added  to  the  burden,  and  in  endeavoring  to  meet  the 
wants  of  a  class  of  patients  who  stand  between  the  very 
poor  —  who  are  well  provided  for  by  the  State  —  and 
the  rich  —  who  can  obtain  what  they  need  —  the 
Directors  find  especial  difficulty  because  of  their  desire 
not  to  increase  the  burden  already  laid  upon  people 
of  limited  means  by  raising  the  moderate  and  inadequate 
price  now  charged  for  the  care  of  patients  at  Sharon. 

The  following  letters  from  patients  who  were  at  the 
Sanatorium  fully  nineteen  years  ago  are  of  interest. 

.  .  .  As  usual  I  begin  my  annual  letter  with  apologies  for 

tardiness. 

I  have  been  very  well  this  last  year.  When  I  look  back  on  the 
years  spent  in  Sharon,  I  can  hardly  realize  that  I  am  the  same  per¬ 
son  .  I  believe  that  those  years  gave  me  a  start  in  the  right  direction, 
without  which  I  should  not  now  be  alive  to  tell  you  how  grateful  1 
am  for  the  benefit  received;  and  I  know  that  I  am  only  one  of 
many  who  must  have  had  the  same  experience. 

Last  September  a  few  of  us  who  were  at  Sharon  in  1899  met  for  a 
reunion.  With  one  exception,  it  was  the  same  story  —  we  were  all 
very  well  and  could  attribute  our  good  health  to  the  never-failing 
care  and  attention  we  received  at  the  good  old  “San.”  .  .  .

...  I  can  hardly  make  it  seem  possible  that  it  is  within  a  few 
months  of  nineteen  years  since  I  became  a  patient  at  the  Sanatorium. 

If  one  has  any  doubt  as  to  the  value  of  such  an  institution,  I 
think  my  own  case  may  convince  him  of  his  error.  Nearly  nineteen 
years  added  to  one’s  life  is  surely  well  worth  considering,  not  to 
mention  fifteen  years  of  practically  uninterrupted  health.  This,  I 
think,  is  all  the  more  remarkable  because  my  work  has  been  con¬ 
siderably  harder  than  usual.

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The  recent  call  from  Mrs.  Edith  Wharton  for  large 
funds  from  America  to  aid  tuberculosis  patients  among  the 
soldiers  of  France  should  receive  the  warmest  response 
from  every  one.  It  has  the  hearty  endorsement  of  those 
connected  with  our  own  local  institutions.  But  at  the 
same  time  the  claims  of  those  in  our  own  country  who  are 
victims  of  tuberculosis  should  not  —  cannot  —  be 
neglected.  The  suffering  in  our  own  land  from  tuber¬ 
culosis,  although  perhaps  less  sensational  than  that  in 
France,  is  none  the  less  constant  and  real  and  great. 
Our  people  have  never  yet  been  fully  aroused  to  these  facts. 
When  we  realize  that  thousands  of  people  die  every  year 
in  Massachusetts  from  tuberculosis  in  one  or  other  of  its 
various  forms,  and  that  this  disease,  although  decreasing 
slowly  and  steadily  in  recent  years,  still  leads  in  the  death 
rate,  we  must  not  slacken  our  most  earnest  endeavors  to 
fortify  every  measure  now  being  used  to  control  it  in  our 
own  country.  With  time  and  patience  this  can  be  done, 
and  one  of  the  best-known  methods  is  the  establishment 
and  support  of  institutions  like  that  at  Sharon.  This  is 
therefore  a  matter  of  vital  importance  to  every  man, 
woman,  and  child  in  our  community. 

The  Directors  urgently  and  confidently  appeal  for  aid 
in  their  new  undertaking  of  a  Children’s  Department,  as 
well  as  for  the  original  work  of  the  Sanatorium,  which 
has  never  failed  to  receive  recognition  and  support  during 
the  twenty-five  years  of  its  existence.  But  to  accomplish 
this  result  adequately  there  must  be  no  lack  of  generous 
aid.  Gifts  or  bequests  of  money  to  enlarge  the  accommo¬ 
dations  of  the  Children’s  Pavilion  for  school  purposes,  or 
to  add  a  small  building  for  the  school,  are  earnestly 
solicited;  and  additional  donations  and  annual  sub¬ 
scriptions  for  the  Women’s  Department  are  likewise 
necessary. 
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For  the  last  two  years  the  new  X-ray  apparatus  has 
been  of  marked  value  to  the  Sanatorium.  It  was  installed

through  the  generosity  of  a  friend  and  additional  money 
will  be  needed  to  meet  the  necessary  expense  of  this 
important  department. 

During  the  past  two  years  the  Endowment  Fund  has 
been  materially  increased,  but  a  much  larger  fund  is  re¬ 
quired  to  meet  from  its  income  the  ever-increasing  annual 
expenses. 


The  above-mentioned  facts  justify  our  urgent  appeal 
for  the  most  speedy  and  generous  contributions  possible 
for  the  following  purposes : 

First,  to  meet  current  expenses  for  maintaining  the  work. 

Second,  to  maintain  the  new  Children’s  Pavilion,  now 
under  construction. 

Third,  to  establish  “free  beds”  for  women  of  refinement 
with  limited  means.  No  more  suitable  memorial  could 
be  established  at  the  Sanatorium  than  Funds  for  Free 
Beds,  the  income  of  which  would  help  those  women  who, 
with  insufficient  means,  are  endeavoring  to  regain  their 
health. 

Fourth,  a  larger  list  of  Annual  Subscribers  and  Annual 
Contributions  to  the  Endowment  Fund. 

Fifth,  a  sum  sufficient  to  install  a  suitable  Refrigerating 
Plant  as  a  source  of  economy  and  a  convenience. 


The  Directors  once  more  gladly  extend  their  thanks  to 
the  many  friends  of  the  Sanatorium,  to  the  press  of 
Boston  and  Sharon,  and  to  all  others  who  have  freely 
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given  generous  assistance  during  the  year,  and  especially 
to  the  Auxiliary  Committee,  who  secured  material  assist¬ 
ance  by  personal  appeals  sent  through  the  mails.

SUPERINTENDENT’S  REPORT 


THE  chief  item  of  interest  is  the  building  of  the  new 
children’s  pavilion.  This  has  gone  forward  since 
early  spring. 

On  account  of  the  scarcity  of  labor  the  progress  has  been 
very  slow  and  much  of  the  work  has  been  done  by  the 
men  already  on  the  place.  The  result  will  be  that  the 
final  cost  may  be  somewhat  less.  The  construction  is  to 
be  of  concrete  to  the  second  floor  and  will  be  semi-fireproof. 
There  will  be  two  wards  with  an  administration  building 
in  the  center  and  will  furnish  accommodation  for  twenty 
patients.  There  will  be  opportunity  for  enlarging  the 
wards  if  at  any  time  this  is  considered  wise.  It  is  doubtful 
if  the  walls  will  be  raised  higher  than  the  roof  of  the  wards 
this  winter,  but  if  the  weather  is  propitious  it  may  be 
possible  to  enclose  the  whole  building.  In  that  case 
patients  may  be  received  by  late  spring. 

The  high  cost  of  living  will  make  the  expenditures  more 
this  year,  and  there  seems  to  be  no  possibility  that  this 
can  be  otherwise  unless  standards  are  to  be  lowered. 
Mrs.  Bishop,  the  housekeeper,  is  very  economical,  and 
there  will  be  no  unnecessary  waste.  An  electric  range 
free  of  cost  for  six  months  has  been  installed  experi¬ 
mentally,  and  this  may  prove  an  economy  with  the 
present  price  of  coal.  It  will  certainly  be  a  help  to  the 
cook  in  the  hot  season. 

The  farm  this  year  has  not  paid  so  well  as  usual,  since 
the  weather  has  been  unfavorable.  However,  with 
economy,  there  should  be  potatoes  and  other  root  crops 

[HI 


to  last  through  the  winter,  and  the  apple  crop  was  good. 
During  the  season  the  farmer  brought  in  supplies  which 
if  bought  in  the  open  market  would  have  cost  $832. 

With  the  new  Children’s  Pavilion  will  come  new  prob¬ 
lems.  One  of  these  will  be  an  extension  of  the  laundry 
facilities,  for  much  of  the  personal  laundry  will  probably 
have  to  be  done  at  the  Sanatorium.  There  will  also  be 
need  of  duplicates  of  many  things  that  the  Main  Building 
now  has.  Books  and  games,  for  example,  suitable  for 
children,  are  to  be  desired,  as  well  as  musical  instruments. 
Certain  things  are  immediately  necessary,  such  as  fur¬ 
nishings  for  the  various  administration  rooms  and  the 
wards. 

In  the  basement  one  room  has  been  set  aside  for  a 
refrigerating  plant,  and  it  is  hoped  that  somebody  will 
supply  this  need,  for  a  considerable  economy  will  be 
effected  and  the  quality  of  the  provisions  would  be  better 
in  many  instances  with  artificial  refrigeration.

OF  those  discharged  during  the  year  four  stayed  less 
than  one  month  and  five  did  not  react  to  a  full  dose 
of  tuberculin.  This  leaves  forty-eight  to  be  considered  in 
detail.  A  tabular  view  follows,  showing  the  cases  classified 
according  to  the  conservative  suggestion  of  the  National 
Association  for  the  Study  and  Prevention  of  Tuberculosis 
and  the  American  Sanatorium  Association.  It  will  be 
noted  that  the  present  term  “arrested”  is  the  equivalent 
of  the  much  less  conservative  term,  “apparently  cured,” 
used  until  recently. 

Scheme  for  the  Classification  of  Subsequent  Observations 

ADOPTED  BY  THE  NATIONAL  ASSOCIATION  FOR  THE  STUDY 

and  Prevention  of  Tuberculosis  and  by  the  American 
Sanatorium  Association  in  1913. 

Apparently  Cured: 

All  constitutional  symptoms  and  expectoration  with  bacilli  absent 
for  a  period  of  two  years  under  ordinary  conditions  of  life. 

Arrested: 

All  constitutional  symptoms  and  expectoration  with  bacilli  absent 
for  a  period  of  six  months;  the  physical  signs  to  be  those  of  a  healed 
lesion. 

Apparently  Arrested: 

All  constitutional  symptoms  and  expectoration  with  bacilli  absent 
for  a  period  of  three  months;  the  physical  signs  to  be  those  of  a 
healed  lesion. 
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Quiescent: 

Absence  of  all  constitutional  symptoms;  expectoration  and  bacilli 
may  or  may  not  be  present;  physical  signs  stationary  or  retrogres¬ 
sive;  the  foregoing  conditions  to  have  existed  for  at  least  two 
months. 


Improved: 

Constitutional  symptoms  lessened  or  entirely  absent;  physical 
signs  improved  or  unchanged ;  cough  and  expectoration  with  bacilli 
usually  present. 

Unimproved: 

All  essential  symptoms  and  signs  unabated  or  increased.
